‘The prices that have been fixed will 
apply to New York and other mar- 
kets, with the addition of the freight 
differential from Chicago. Both the 
butter and egg markets were unsettled 
yesterday, and as both fresh eggs and 
fresh butter are scarce it was feared 
by officials of the’ food administration 
that owners of cold storage stock 
would take advantage of the situation 
to peg prices up.

AMERICAN FIELD HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN FRANCE, Dec. 29.—Amer- 
icans who may be captured by the 
Germans are to be regarded as not en- 
titled to the ordinary courtesies ac- 
corded prisoners of war, according to 
information reaching here today. 

It is presumably the intenticn of 
the Germans to employ American pris- 
oners tn low forms of labor apd under 
wretched conditions, such as the Teu- 
tons imposed on Russians in the past. 
The Germans regarded the Russian 
prisoners as little better than animals.

Cubs Seek to Build Winner. 

What the White Sox did during the 
championship season was rounded out 
near the end of the year by the spec- 
tacular deals by which the Cub owners 
made good their promises to give the' 
north side a winner if money could 
do it. . 

Not only Chicago but the entire west 
had experienced a pennant famine last- 
ing for years, until the White Sox 
gave the fans a feast this year. Not 
since 1910 had a western team in either 
major league acquired a league pen- 
nant, and not since 1908 had a world’s 
championship title been won by a 
really and truly western team. 

When Clarencé Rowland piloted the 
White Sox into’ the highest honors 
this year he brought the west the first 
major pennant it has had in seven 
years, the first world’s series triumph 
in nine years, and gave the south side 
of Chicago its first feeling of complete 
coulentment since 1906. 


Tough Fight for Sox. 

That White Sox victory was not won 
without a bitter struggle and against 
humerous handicaps. Boston’s Red 
Sox, with a proud record of triumphs 
behind them, refused to surrender un- 
til the last month, and there were other 
championship aspirants who had to be 
disposed of all the way. And the Row- 
lands did not have their full strength 
on the firing line all the way.

No Fatalities from Racing.

The increasing safety of the 
game, of course, is due largely to the 
fact that road racing, with its break- 
neck thrills, is pretty definitely a thing 
of the past. | 

Every major race of the year was 
run on a speedway, and while there 
has been talk of reviving such road 
classics as the Vanderbilt cup and the 
contests at Bigin, it has invariably 
come to nothing. | 

Among the speedways, the one at 
Sheepshead Bay, near New York, main- 
tained its reputation as the fastest 
course in the country. Not only was 
the s t race of the year driven 
there but it was the scene, in July, of 
an amazing noncompetitive perform- 
ance, in which William Rader, driving 
a 265 horse power Packard, set new 
world’s speédway records for every 
distance from a quarter mile up to ten 
miles, and covered the first named dis- 
tance at the terrific rate of 130.4 miles 
an hour. —

Despite the war, which called so 
many star athletes to the colors, the 
football season was productive of its 
usual hard fought games and was fea- 
tured by brilliant open play which in 
a number of cases turned seeming de- 
feats into victories. 

When war was declared some of the 
coaches became discouraged because 
their teams were bereft of their best 
men. They plucked up courage, how- 
ever, when they learned other mentors 
were suffering the same hardships, and 
made up their minds to make the most 
of the situation. It was this spirit 
which helped to keep the game alive 
and maintain the interest of the foot- 
ball public. 

Lesser Lights Emerge Stars. 

With the loss of the star players op- 
portunities presented themselves for 
the lesser lights to shine, and in some 
cases these supposedly mediocre play- 
ers more than made good. The coaches 
had to take players who showed any 
signs of football intelligence and de- 
velop them in all departments of the 
game, from the rudiments to the ad- 
vanced style. Of course, they had 
enough old men to form a nucleus, but 
the gaps had to be filled by men who 
in some cases had at best a vague 
idea of the varsity game. ! 

Champions in different sections of 
the country could be determined, with 
the exception of the east. As Yale, 
Harvard, and Princeton, usually the 
contenders for honors east of the Al: 
leghenies, did not play football, the 
smaller college elevens had an oppor- 
tunity to strive for the coveted cham- 
pionship.

ONCERNING the chapel? You were 


at mass, monsieur, were you not, and 


M. Dupuy drove you, and was it not 
behind that gray mare of his, which, I told 
hitn, should be put out to pasture till her 
shoulder was healed?

Well, monsieur, reserving the right of pri- 
vate judgment as to its interpretation, I 


think the story is true. Three times I have 


seen the chapel ablaze with lights, as though 
lighted by five hundred candles—once, as a 
-boy, when old M. Tremblay was stricken; 
again, as a young priest, when his son 
Edouard fell from the crest of Bagle moun- 
tain and lay dying all night in the birch 
undergrowth below, and the third time as 
I shall tell you. : 

The chapel is older than our village; it is 
older than the St. Lawrence itself, for, 
though pious hands put in the windows and 
made rule benches for the worshipers, the

he molded the Laurentian mountains and 


pushed them up through the marl of trop- . 


ical seas, and time and the waves carved it. 
For the grotto chapel is of soft limestone 
and the emerging granite mountains pressed 
it into,.a roofed rectangle and left therein 
the great stone shaped like a catafalque 
which lies midway along the aisle. 

Thus it is reasonable, monsieur, that our 
simple folks should think of it as a mor- 
tuary chapel. All Téte des Rochers wor- 

_ ghiped there,.as Grandmére Charpentier will 
tell] you, when I was a boy, before our church 
was built on the hill. Yet it must have tried 
even the devout, for the whole chapel drips 
water from the roof and from the ends of 
the long stalactites that hang around the 
altar, all crystal clear, so that if one but 

‘Hghted. a taper the whole chapel would 
blaze. 

But there was no taper lighted when 
Edouard Tremblay died, nor the third time. 
Of this I am sure, for I questioned Marie 
Desmoulins afterward, and her grand- 
father, Jean Tremblay, who was too simple 
to lie. 

It was old M. Tremblay, the father of 

Jean, the half witted man, who built the 
bridge that spanned the chasm which the. 
ocean tore, in my grandfather’s time, be- 
tween the chapel upon its little island and 
the lighthouse at the continent's end. The 
bridge: has fallen, as you shall hear, and 
under it the water boils, a milk white flood, 
over the rocks, and, when storms rage, bat- 
tere the cliffs as once it lashed the bridge. 
_ Old M. Tremblay was 90 when he died, and. 
because his son Jean, himself am old man, 
had not the wits to keep the light, Marie 
Desmoulins, Jean’s granddaughter, tended it 
alone and cared for her grandfather. The 
government was willing ‘enough’ that the 
light should not pass out of Tremblay hands. 
And besides the work was easy, for then 
we knew nothing of gas mantles and pe 
troleum vapor, and when the wick was 
trimmed, and the reflector cleaned, and the 

“oil vessel filled, there was no more to be 
done. So these two lived there alone, high 
on the rock above the long flight of wooden 
stairs that led down to Téte des Rochers 
and besfde the slender bridge that led to the 
limestone island with its chapel of the dead.

AVE you ever found yourself in 
H @ room which was perfectly sat- 
isfying to the artistic sense and 
yet seemed to iack an inviting 
quality? Usually the unresponsiveness 
of cach an interior lies in an injudl- 
cious selection of chairs. They may be 
expensive, they may be gorgeous, but 
they. are not reposeful. 

Too many people have the idea of 
copying palatial pieces, not weighing 
the fact. that rooms of state were de 
signedly furnished for court functions, 
detaining the occupants for only a lim- 
ited time. and not for long hours of 
uninterrupted home comforts. What 
we need in the average American home 
is not pompous display but restfulness 
to the point of recreating relaxation. 

In a room I have lately seen—a good 
sized living room, quite lacking in any 
pretense to fashion—each member of 
the family had an individual chair, and 
any one could tell at a glance to whom 
each of these chairs belonged. The 
winged chair was for granny; the low, 
stuffed chair with almost imperceptible 
arms and high back was mother’s; the 
great, overstuffed arm chair with big 
arms and low back, with a springy 
footstool before it and a crane necked 
floor lamp beside it, was father’s. The 
_ bench beside the library table, the 
table with a student’s lamp on it, was 
where the two smaller children studied, 
and the several well cushioned brown 
wicker chairs were for the pleasure of 
the children or “ whoever happened in.” 

Furthermore, there was in this room 
not only a good, springy corduroy sofa, 
with a drop light at its head, but «. nice 
ly yielding, tapestry covered davenport, 
piled with attractive cushions and 
flanked with a pair of elbow tables, 
each holding a library lamp. On these 
tables were a few books and current 
magazines. Now, in this whole room 
there was not a single chair in which 
either guest or family member would 
be constrained to sit bolt upright. 

For families who spend much of their 
time at home such a room is ideal. 
For those, however, to whom home 
life is not. paramount, to whom the 
home itself is merely a convenience for 
the staging of social events, greater 
display and more formality are requl- 
site. Elaboration, or the lack of it, 
must, of course, be determined by the 
general exigencies of the home. 
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The trouble is that too many of us 
give undue importance to our “ social 
life.” To be sure, it is important, but 
isn’t its importance rather secondary? 

Chippendale chairs are splendid to 
look at and to sit in for a brief time, 
but to spend the evening with, in com- 
pany with a good book, they are lack- 
ing. Generally speaking, this is true 
of a great deal of period furniture. It 
is about as properly planned to linger 
in as is the regulation dentist's chair. 

In English homes, where Chippen- 
dale chairs are seen and used to their 
best advantage, they are always com- 
mingled with upholstered’ chairs, 
which, though less artistic, are more 
generous in their embrace. Linen 
chintz is the popular upholstery fabric. 
It is applied directly to the slip seats 
of the Chippendales and repeated as 
slip covers for the overstuffed pieces. 

In the description of chairs it is a 
pity that certain types haven't gender 
—they are so distinctively masculine 
and feminine. 

Certain chairs are, beyond dispute, 
conducive to certain activities. A low 
rocker, beside a table having a good 
lamp upon it, almost calls for a pretty 
workbox or basket to be beside the 
lamp. A straight backed chair, rather 
high seated and armless, is in its right 
place before a writing desk. 

Stools are for lovers—and shall we 
say for children too?—*“ fools and —_ 
dren.” 

A simple chair, low of seat, and nok 
too high of back, with little arms, al- 
lowing ease of movement, awaits the 
afternoon caller who will be wrapped 
and hatted. 

Benches are better than chairs to |[ 
place before dressing tables. A little | 
bench is nice, too, at the foot of the 
bed, and for two small children, at one 
side of a square dining table. It is a’ 
good medium for impressing upen the | 
youth{ul mind that in this one place | 
custom requires one to “ait up | 
straight.”
